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Efforts to Settle 


Major Strikes Are 


Continued in Vain 


Telephone 
Negotiations 


Broken Off; UAW to 


Intensify Strike 


The latest efforts to settle two 


of the country's major labor con- 
troversies had failed today. 


The CIO United Auto Workers 


prepared to intensify their 104-day 
old strike against General Motors 
Corp., as the threat of a nation- 
wide telephone tieup Thursday' 
continued unabated. 


UAW-CIO leaders expressed dis- 


dain for a GM proposal that the 
union let its 175,000 idle members 
decide by secret ballot whether the 
strike should be prolonged. 


Rejecting the union's plan for 


arbitration of the dispute, GM yes- 
terday proposed a poll of the 
UAW-CIO rank and file on the 
corporation's offer 
of an 
18% 


cents hourly wage increase. 


Union leaders, who are battling 


for the 19^ cents boost recom- 
mended by presidential fact find- 
ers, declared GM did not "dare" 
to arbitrate and termed the pro- 
posal for a back-to-work ballot an 
"unwarranted interference in the 
affairs of a democratic union." 


Intensification Threatened 


The union previously had warned 


rejection by GM of the arbitration 
plan would force the UAW-CIO 
"to intensify strike action and to 
carry on until the strike is won." 


Despite the deadlock, special 


federal mediator James F. Dewey 
summoned both sides to meet 
again this morning to "see where 
we go from here, and try to work 
something out". 


The prospect of averting a tele- 


phone tieup seemed dim after 
breakup early today of a nego- 
tiating session between the Amer- 
ican Telephone & Telegraph Co. 
and representatives of employes 
v/h" handle the nation's long dis- 
tance CAlJS. 


John J Mbran, president of the 


XiORg LiiiS* Telephone Workers, 
said his Timbers will go on strike 
as scheduled at 6 a. m, Thursday 
along ;yith 16 other groups affiliat- 
ed with ~iie J^dopendent National 
Federation "of .!f«fephone Workers. 


A A T & T official said the com- 


pany had suggested continuing the 
negotiations but a future meeting 
had not been set. A T & T yester- 
day raised its previous offer of 
a 14.3 cents hourly wage increase 
to 15 cents, but Moran, terming 
this "a peanut offer", said the 
•union still is demanding 18% cents. 


Other Developments 


As around 800,000 continued idle 


in labor disputes, there were these 
other labor developments: 


1. A new development came in 


the 19-week strike of independent 
San Francisco machinists which 
has idled 50,000 related workers. 
At Fresno, delegates to the Cali- 
fornia Conference of Machinists en- 
dorsed the pledge of Harry W. 
Brown, president of the Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists 
to effect an early settlement of the 
wage dispute. 


2. A General Electric Co. spokes- 


man said GE has given the mayor 
of Philadelphia "ironclad assur- 
ance" no attempt wfll be made to 
hire strikebreakers at the Quaker 
City plant where mass picketing 
was outlawed by a court injunction 
Officials of the striking CIO Elec- 
trical Workers Union had indicated 
the union would abandon its de- 
fiance of the injunction if the com 
pany gave assurance it would not 
use strike-breakers. 


Meanwhile, Albert C. Fitzgerald 


union president, said he would seek 
immediate action to prevent Gen 
eral Electric and Westinghous* 
from "fomenting strife and vio 
lence in community after com 
fnimity" in a conference todaj 
with Attorney General Tom Clark 


Westinghouse and union leader, 


were to meet today in New Yor] 
in conciliation conferences aimed 
at settling the 48-day stoppage. In- 
volved in the wage dispute are 
175,000 workers at GE and West- 
inghouse.

Say Activities in 
Canada Ordered 
by Moscow: King 


Ottawa, March 4.—(AP)—Prime 


Minister W. L. MacKenzie King 
made public today a report on the 
leakage of official secrets which 
declared "the evidence reveals that 
these operations were carried on 
by certain members of the staff 
of the Soviet embassy at Ottawa 
under direct instructions from 
Moscow." 


Russian agents were instructed 


by Moscow in August, 1945, near 
the end of the war in the Pacific, 
to obtain "information as to the 
transfer of American troops from 
Europe to the United States and 
the Pacific," the two-man royal 
investigating commission declared 
in a report to King. 


The location of headquarters of 


a score of United States army di- 
visions or corps, and those of the 
U. S. Ninth army, were sought by 
Col. Nicoli Zabotin, military at- 
tache of the Soviet embassy in 
Ottaiva, the announcement said. 


The report declared that Col. 


Zabotin had been instructed to get 
the following information:

and drawings.

Washingcon, March 4—(AP)— 


Boosts in ceiling prices on grains 
today softened some congressional 
criticism of OPA but still left 
in doubt the agency's chances of 
getting a requested $1,854,000 de- 
ficiency appropriation. 


OPA has been under particular 


fire from farm state legislators 
critical of former grain ceilings 
and concerned over a possible price 
ceiling on raw cotton. 


Chairman Thomas CD-Okla) of 


the senate agriculture committee 
told reporters he was glad to see 
OPA "finally paying some atten- 
tion" to directives from congress 
concerning farm prices. He called 
the grain increases 'long over- 
due". 


New Prices in Effect 


Before OPA announced the in- 


creases Saturday, Thomas had 
contended the agency was creating 
a "black market in grain" by 
holding down prices unlawfully 
and then asking 
congress 
for 


money to investigate the black 
market. 


He referred to the request $1,- 


854,000 appropriation to be spent 
between now and June 30. This in- 
clude funds for additional OPA 
enforcement agents. The senate 
appropriations commitee cut the 
request in half—to $927.000—and 
was upheld by the senate. 


However, the final sum OPA is

sailors, were those of two infants. 
They were brought to a mortuary 
here. 


Removal of the 25 other victims, 


15 men and 10 women, was de- 
layed by the difficulties of the ter- 
rain. 


They had to be carried by litter 


a half mile to bulldozed road, 
where > Navy jeeps were waiting 
to take them two miles further 
to an emergency coroner's station 
and waiting ambulances. 


Mountain Fog — Hidden 


The American Airlines plane, 


bound from Dallas, Tex., to San 
Diego, on a New York to Los 
Angeles run, crashed into the slope 
of fog-hidden Thing mountain yes- 
terday. 


It crashed and burned, except 


for tail and one wing, a few min- 
utes after reporting at 8:13 a.m. 
(CST) 
it was over El Centra, 


Calif. 


The crash was the worst in com- 


mercial airlines history. On Jan. 
10, 1945, 24 were killed in an 
American Airlines plane near Los 
Angeles.

constituent obtain something from 
a government 
department.

committee said these chores now 
take as much as 80 per cent of a 
member's time. 


2. An increase from $10,000 to 


15,000 in annual salary and pro- 
vision for retirement on the same 
terms as civil service workers. 


3. Consolidation of the senate's 


33 standing committees into 16 
and the house's 48 into 18. In 
tnat connection, it was proposed 
that the practice of creating spec- 
ial investigating 
committees be 


abandoned. 


4. Creation of majority and mi- 


nority policy committees to lay 
down formal party policy on leg- 
islative issues. 
Each 
legislator 


would be free to vote as he saw 
fit. but the report said existence 
of a formal policy would help the 
voters hold "both the party and 
the individual accountable".

Ex-Tar Held for Rape 


Attempt on 3-Year-Old

They want an absolutely free na- 
tional election at which they may 
choose their own government, and 
they want to achieve that election 
without another civil war. 


That presents a delicate prob-

Our Allies Feel America! 


Is Planning End of 


Occupation 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE 


AP World Traveler 


Frankfurt, 
Germany—There is 


abroad in the American zone a 
spirit of uncertainty that strikes 
me as -being a grave embarrass- 
ment to our military government 
which, it should be noted, has one 
of the world's toughest jobs. 


I refer to rather widespread 


feeling in this zone, and one finds 
it registered among some of our 
allies, that the American public is 
•weakening in its earlier determina- 
tion to occupy Germany militarily 
come hell or high water until all 
the nazis and Prussian aggression 
had been, knocked out of it. 


This feeling has been engender- 


ed by a widespread and insistent 
demand by the home folk for im- 
mediate demobilization of soldier 
relatives, coupled with the lack of 
adequate replacements for those 
demobilized. 


You hear the comment that 


many Americans are reverting to 
isolationism. I don't believe for a 
moment however, that the Ameri- 
can, public has altered its views 


Easy Sewing 


I about handling Germany. Surely 
! there has been a misinterpretation 


of our attitude. 


It's hard to see ho\v anyone 


could fail to regard with sympa- 
thetic \mderstanding- a desire to 
get the release of our boys who 
have been long in service abroad, 


i for that's natural. 


However, distance often distorts 


vision and the United States is a 
long way from the occupied zones 
of Germany. 


Considerable Uncertainty 


Thus, we find a considerable 


amount of uncertainty over here 
regarding just what policy the 
American public wants to pursue 
and uncertainty, of course, is a 
bad thing for morale. 


It's bad for 
the 
occupation 


forces and it's bad for the Ger- 
mans, who are prone to look on it j 
as a sign of weakness. 


There is no call to deliver a 


homily in this column on the re- 
habilitation of Germany and Eu- 
rope as a whole. 


The allied leadership has made 


the needs quite clear. Reformation 
of Germany and the politico-eco- 
nomic reconstruction of Europe 
depends upon a long term occupa- 
tion of the Reich by the allies— 
by all the major allies. The al- 
ternative is continued disorgani- 
zation and ultimately more war. 


British Appear Set 


The British appear to be set 


for at least a 30-year occupa- 
tion. 


One assumes that the Russians 


and French have similar inten- 
tions. 


Your columnist also assumes 


that the people of the United 
States have the same aim, taut it 
would be most, useful if this could 
be demonstrated for the benefit 
of the doubtful over here. 


I was chatting with an Ameri- 


can officer of high rank yesterday 
and asked him what he would 
think of America abandoning oc- 
cupation of Germany. 


He cast a caustic eye on me and 


replied: 


"Well maybe it would be a good 


thing from 
one standpoint. It all 


depends on what the people back 
home want to achieve. So long as 
we maintain an army abroad and 
thus separate families we are low- 
ering the birth rate in the United 
States. Perhaps on the whole the 
United States would prefer not to 
trouble with long military occupa-

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Alien Employe of 


Ogle Farmer Ends 


His Life in Fire 


Body Found in Incinera- 


tor on Farm North of 


Byron on Saturday 


The Japanese butler at the Al- 


bert Martin estate on highway 2 
north of Byron committed sui- 
cide Saturday by jumping- unclad 
onto 
the roaring fire he built 


in a cement incinerator about 50 
yards from the house in which 
he was employed. 


The charred body of the suio<ie 


victim, Paul Yoshmaru Kasugai, 
38, was found by Martin after he 
had conducted a 
wide 
search 


throughout the estate grounds. 


Apparently Kasugai had not ut- 


tered a sound when he leaped into 
the flaming incinerator, as all oth- 
er persons on the estate were un- 
aware of his actions until the 
body was discovered nearly two 
hours later. 


Verdict of Suicide 


A. verdict of suicide was retum- 


ed at an inquest conducted by 
Coroner Fred Homer of Rochelle 
at the Rock of Ages funeral home 
in Byron. 


An alien, who was allowed to 


move from San Fiancisco to Chi- 
cago by the relocation authority 
before he became an employe of 
Martin eight months ago, Kasau- 
gai made elaborate preparations 
for killing himself. He left a 
crudely scrawled note by the in- 
cinerator in which he stated he 
was committing suicide. He gave 
no reason for his act The note 
was not addressed to anyone. 


The butler leaped into the roar- 


ing wood and paper fire after 
removing his clothing. About four 
feet from incinerator was found 
a small carton containing the 
note, a pair of glasses and a small 
alarm clock. In another carton, 
he had neatly placed his trousers,, 
underwear and slippers. He hung 
his \vhite shirt on the limb of a 
nearby tree. 


Witnesses At Inquest 


No reason for the act was 


brought out at the inquest, but 
E. E. Johnson, who farms the land 
on the Martin estate, and Sven 
Noren. caretaker and gardner, 
said Kasugai had been acting pe- 
culanly for the last few days. 


It is believed that the Japanese 


"built the fire between 8 and 9 
Saturday morning. In his suicide 
note he explained that he had 
completed cleaning the house and 
was using the -paper he had gath- 
ered to start the fire. Other mem- 
bers of the household did not be- 
come aware that he was missing 
until about 10 a.m.. when the 
search was started which ended 
in the discovery of his charred 
body about 11 a.m. 


Martin testified that he found 


the body in the still smouldering 
incinerator after he located his 
se\ ant's clothing and suicide note. 
He notified Deputy Sheriff James 
Todd, who conducted the investi- 
gation for the Ogle county sher- 
iffs department. 


Burial At Byron 


Kasugai, who was unmarried, 


furnished 
excellent 
references 


when he entered his employ. Mart- 
in told the deputy sheriff. He 
said he became acquainted with 


the Japanese through an adver- 
tisement • the butler had inserted 
in a Chicago newspaper. 


Graveside services for Kasugai 


were conducted at the Byron cem- 
etery, Sunday afternoon by the 
Rev. 
John Arnot, pastor of the 


United church.

For normal tax (rate 3 
per cent), a flat S500 exemption 
"s allowed regardless 
of size

family, unless the return includes 
income of more than one person. 
If husband and wife 
file a joint 


return and each had income of 
S500 or more, they get a joint 
normal tax exemption of $1,000; 
if one has less than S500 income, 
the joint exemption is $500 plus 
the actual amount of the smaller 
income. 


Q. How do I take Credit for 


these exemptions on my return? 
A. You list the exemptions as 
called for by the form. If 
you 


file on a Withholding Receipt, the 
Collector will determine your tax 
from a table which makes an au- 
tomatic allowance for your 
ex- 


emptions. 
If you file form 1040 


as a short form, you will deter- 
mine your tax 
from 
the 
same 


table, If you file Form 1040 as a 
long form, you will find spaces on 
Page 4 to "subtract your exemp- 
tions. 


Q. Can a husband claim an ex- 


emption for his wife? A 
Yes, if 


they make a joint return, or if 
she had no income and was not 
the dependent of another taxpay- 
er (her father, for example).
